!• Gto 4 April I eallad Snbjoot at his hoM axabar^ IdtatlfyisA ^rsslf 
in tzios nsBS as a saiBbar of tha E^^jaaajy and saying oaly that I bad board ha 
bad baas is the US and vould liha to dlscosa his trip. Sohjaet agraad to a 
lunch on 8 Aprils and I picked bta op at his apartaant in tha CXLd Tovn at 
120O» Va repaired to tha Raiaan Hsataurant a fav hlooka away and bad a 
ecagsalal Innch lasting for about two bota*s» daring vhlch va taUkad OTar a 
vlda ranga of anbjaoia aneo^Malag Svadatt» tha US and tha USSR* 

iMQSMiiSk* Snbjactf tha son of a norrloSping laathar and shoa 
Monfaeiorar, baoana intaraatad in tha fiald of Scnrlat stadias after attsnding 
tbs SirsdlBh niXltary Isngosga aohool in i960* Prior to this (1959-^) ha 
had spant a yaar at VlllisM CoHaga in Hav KhgTand vhara ha had eoaesBtratad 
on Aasrlnan Rlstory axkd Political Salanoa* Aftar ooaplatlng his raguXar 
nllttary sarrlea (Snbjact is still a nsobar of tha rasarra and vUI spand a 
nsttth daring tha atanwr on aotlra doty vitfa an onspaclflad unit)^ Subjaet 
ratnmad to aeadsnie Ufa vith cooraaa at StoeicholB Unlrarslty and tha 
Stosddioln Handalsskolan iHiara ha has spaolhUMI ^ 1 a aeononles. Ha bopss to 
f St his dootornta in about two yaars and c or r a attly has tha opp or ton ity of 
attsnding Harvard Boslaass School^ an offer which ha tantatiT^ plans to ttara 
d^m baonosa be Is gattiag roughly the sans adnoation la tha Handelsakolan. 
dabjaot liwes with his brother Class, a stoduit at KTH, in a snail apartnent 
boildlag (about six or sight tint nan flats) in a pletoraaqua saotlon of tha 
Old Town* Subject has politloally consarvatiTa Tlevs, la quieUy but apparently 
▼ary strongly pro^US, anti-Sofriat, and anti*Soeial Oanocrat, and has a quiet 
oontai^ for Svedish afforts to norallza tha world along Svadish lines* Ha 
is about 5*9 vaighs about 150, axkd is neat and vail draesad. Ha differs only 
from his photograph in that bis faoa Is nexTCvar and tha brov is lass piro-> 
nouBcad* His hair has sobm prenatura gray strashs* Ha is ohriously qaita 
latalligsnt,. erticulata, and poisad for ona of his yaars, end presents a 
▼eey go^ first inprasslnn. His apertasot wee quits neat and had a good deal 
of Snsalen language lltaratura in tha bookoaaas, ranging fron PusbhlB to tha 
Istaet issoa of Krokodil* A ohaaa board in the cor ur was sat tip and dnbjact 
oonf ingd that this was hia hobby, though hs had fo ad few %iortly oppoxtanis 
here in SvadM. 

3. dnbjact oonfimed hia neabarshlp in tha Svsfdish Banking Association's 
coanlssion for studying tha Soviet aoono^^, dasorlblng hiimalf as Hba working 
nonber*. Ha was authuslastlc about tha support ha bsd found during his recant 
trip to the US, end aentionad specif loally the indlTidnals ha had contsotad 
at Barrard, aa wall as Pk. G8EKHR. His infonetlon was about tha sane as 
that listed la GjShKER's nesic. Whan offered uikclassifled loforoatlon along tha 
lines iddoh he planned to study Subject was quietly antbusiastlc. A slight 
hint of dsndaetioity was introduced at this point in tha statanaat that tha 
■atarial could not all be r el eased for publication because of copyright laws. 
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and tebjaot anoaptad thin vith, no apparent quaiaa or ezsese enthunlasa. the 
ooMd#aioB<e trip to the \iSSR has been postponed natiX aotim at the beheat 
of the SoYlet ajothoritiee. dabjeot eurmined that thla van dae to the fact 
that their eoonoaic reorganization waa not yet flraed up, and tb^ preferred 
to wait until they v^ere aura of their ground before velcomljag forel^ via it ora* 

4* 3orlet Stndiea Qroup , Subject oonfimad our auapioion that the Soviet 
Studlea group had loat Ita good naae aoong aeriotia etudanta with the recent 
ahlft in perionDel. He binaelf had quit going to aeetlAga becauae of Ita 
changed nature axid apparent propagandlatle orientation. He vaa naked hla 
opinion of vericua indlTidaaia in the group or on Ita perlphary, and oana up 
vlth the foHovingt 

a. ULHIRS. Subject rnapecta UUOBS for hln intaUeotnal boneaty 
and hla practice of openly dlatlngolahing facta fron hla own Interpretatlona 
add prejndloea. Although Subject aald he did not alvaya agree with EAUflNS* 
interpretatlonaj he had never found an error in hla facta. Vhen aaked about 
tha reMptivlty of aebnlara to az^r poaaible group direoted apeeifleally by 
tiXJIllG, Sttbjeot aald aoat of then woald return to XAZJfBIS If the objeetionible 
our ra n t leadara vara to ba ranoved. 

b» MEEDAI*. Subject vaa obvloualj rathar haaltaat to apaak about 
MfBDlL, and tba iagaraealoii vaa given that be paraonally did not like bin. 

Be uada an apparwtly raal (and otrrloua) effort to be objective^ hovevur, and 
aald that the nan did aeeai to have the ability to see a large' and eoaplioc 
problem la ita entirety. Be added that the atudanta la Stoddiola Halveralty 
had a auylag that "HZBDJLl read hla laat book la the 30<s*. 

o. Cl ^ I did Boi aeatloa d lU aaaa to Subject bat he vduateered 
it uhea aaked about people arouad MZRQ&t* Subject vaa obvicualy loath to 
diaunaa C however, and I got the iapreealon (1) that he did not like 
C □ puraonally aad (2) that he vaa ia poeaeaalon of aoae derogatory lafor- 
aa^ian ooae«mlag hla. He aald oaly that there vere Horn atrange atorlea 
abovt C. 3«.»vefry atraaga,* aad did not elaborate further. (Since I had 
already puaaed hla rather far oa peraonallty lafonartioa regardlag other 
Siredea, I felt that it would be b^ter to get lato detail on thla after our 
relatloaahlp vaa oa a aore aoUd footlag.) 

d* MlLZrS, WATTKiRG, et al. Subjact had no uae vbataoever for 
MiLZrS aa a Soviet aeholar, oonslderiag hla aorely a propagandlat. WiTTRlHG 
ha eoold aot peae judgaaaBt on aa a joumallat, but hla kaovledge of Soviet 
affaire vee obrlooaly auperflalel. ilZSCHBLHl/jlS, the aging Latviaa *tspert" 

OB the Soviet eoonoaic ayetea, vaa eonaldtf ed to be a ooigilete blank by 
reputable eeonoalata. IRDZH Subject eharaetarlaed aa a pleaaaat individual 
but with uacertein quallficatioBa In the Soviet field. BOBTS vaa largely an 
unfcaowa to Subject, but Subject did atate that B(WS did not handle the Bnaalan 
area atudies oouraea aa veil aa KlUfINB bad before hla renoval (aee balov). 

Re addid wryly that BORIS' aoq>ertlae aad reputation aaoag &^ea vere derived 
from hie atudf ut HS univeraitlee, a factor which apparuotly carried nore 
vul^zt than alaDat any other. 
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5* Trov the obove it sight appear xhat Sobjeet Is a pr Ina doooa vho 
autoaatloollj critlolaea anjone else In the east field in order to b>illd bisK 
self up. This vus not at all ispreselttif aod it aoat be said that In every 
case vfaere be ca&e out vith direct or implied critic ias of indlTidudle it was 
vith a certain asK’tnat of beeltancj aod olrctOHipeotlon. He ims quite nodest 
oonoeriilng ble ovn achieTsaenta and dd not beat bis ovu druos at all. He hitt* 
aelf pointed oizt that B»et of the pro hi eras associated with the Russian studies 
eoMamity in Stoohfaols vere the result of acadesdc Intrigus and feuding. 
SpeolfiedLy, bo pointed out that XTKDiX bad been offered the position as he&i 
of the Sovietology section within the orerall Slavic departoent at owochholn 
University but had turned it down; KAtKlKS bad then been sore or less foroed 
into taking the job, though he knev that vltb bis Baltic refugee background 
be would be the target of criticlsv for *ooD-«objeetivlty*» Sure snoogh this 
esjM about, and res^te4_jln dis solution of the eti^ 87°^ resBoval 

of &I1VBIS froa all positions of respbasiblllty eso^ bebd of the Slavic 
libraiy. The overall bead of the Slavlo Departaent Is a philologist vltb an 
irtreaieljr aarrov intereet in language derivation and none vbataoever for 
oarreat politloo-aeoaoaio or blstorieal psrobleas. He could easily be convinces 
of alaort anything which did not touch on his laaedlate field. Accordingly, 
vhao pressure was brought to beer to resirre EAIKINS he was approached and 
readily agreed to appoint BORIS to this position; according to Subject the 
ratiozuU.e used w&s the fact that KAIJIINS was getting on in ye^s and BOBYS 
was a yomg aaa vith a faaily to support and needed the aoncy! Vhereas 
before, under lAI^IKS, there vere different lecturers for each of the fields 
of Sovietology (econo^os, history, etc.) BORIS had now taken on all of these 
lectures personally, with a corresponding fall-off in quality throughout. 

6. Subject said that he and eoae other people in the Handelsskolan 
(anspeoified) had been thinking of getting together to fora a study group 
speetfieally dire#rted towards economic probleae in the USSR. These plans 
were still eoctresLtly tenuous, but if the group ware to be foraad it would be 
mads vp of band picked Individuals and not thrown open to the public at large. 
The asperlence of the foraer KiLNIRS group had given thm tbelr lesson on 
this score. 

7. Subject had taken one short two-week tourist trip to the USSR last 
year, an experience which he had not partioularly enjoyed. He had bean able 
to tilk to the plant officials in one aodel chemical plant naar Leningrad (the 
only city other than Moacov vfalch the tour visited), and had received some 
patently fed.se Infonaatlon In response to his queries. (Specifically he had 
been told that GOSBiKK does not charge interest on shortterm loans, something 
he kaev for a fact to be false.) He had come away tram the USSR vith a bod 
taste In bis mouth from all the propaganda and brainwashing to which everyone 
was subjected, 

8. Aside from the above, the oonrersatlop ranged over religion in the 
USSR, the race problem in the CIS (Subject aald he had gone there with a good 
deal of sntl-US prejudice on this ecore as the result of prior Swedish 
conditioning and bad come away far more pro*US than he had thought possible), 
the new Soviet Party and goremmant split between agricultural and Industrial 
sectore, and such new developn^ts as Libemanlem. Subject 's own view on 
the last named vas that it was a needed reform which was too ideologically 
radical to be acceptable, yet did not go nearly far enough to solve the U3SR*s 
practical economic problens
